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Growth of the Dairy Industry. 

Various and diverse forms of dairying 
have been carried on from time imme- 
morial. Milk has always been consid- 
ered a very common article of food. Its 
products, as shown by history and Bible 
references, were discovered and used 
centuries ago, although in a very crude 
Genesis 18:8—“‘Abraham set but- 


Way. 
ter and milk and dressed calf before 
his guests.” Proverbs 30:33—‘“The 


churning of milk bringeth forth butter.” 
Job to:10—“Hast thou not poured me 
out like milk and curdled me like 
cheese?” I Sam. 17:18—‘And Jesse 
said to David, his son, take now for thy 
brethren an ephah of this parched corn, 
and these ten loaves, and run to the 
camp of thy brethren and carry these 
ten cheeses unto the captain of their 
thousand, and look how thy brethren 
fare.’ When Rome ruled France, but- 
ter was used only as an ornament. When 
the French invaded that country, A. D. 
418, they spread the knowledge of its 
food value. In the seventeenth century 
it sold there for 10 cents a pound. 

™ some countries the most primitive 
methods are still in vogue. For instance, 
in Zululand the natives suck the milk 
into their mouths and deposit it into 
pails for market. In Arabia butter is 
churned by beating with a stick a small 
quantity of milk in a leather bag. In 
several of the European countries, where 
goats’ milk is used extensively, the goats 
are driven from house to house and the 
desired amount of milk drawn from one 
of the herd at the door of each customer. 

Since milk has been so commonly used 
for generations, the preparation of its 
products has not been, until recently, 
considered as a science. In 1870 little 
was known about scientific dairying. 
The white-suited butter maker was not 
even dreamed of. ‘Milk was milk, cream 
was cream, and butter was butter, with- 
out any frills. The only recommenda- 
tion to milk was its color. As long as 
it was nearer the color of milk than 
water it passed inspection. It was not 
known that the specific gravity of dis- 
tilled water is 1.000, pure milk 1.029 to 
1.033, and skim-milk .1.033 to 1.037, or 
that the temperature should be 60 de- 
grees F. in all cases to obtain accurate 
results. It was supposed that fat glob- 
ules contained acid that soured milk. 

In the first crude creameries were 
placed conspicuously near the door, 
where patrons delivered their cream, 


milk-testing instruments, with a sign 
above, “Don’t handle.” ‘The butter- 
maker occasionally looked wise and told 
his patrons that their melk was poor. 
Many farmers did not believe him to be 
as wise as he looked and kept their milk 
at home. ‘This state of affairs existed 
only a few years, however, and today the 
homes of the masses have been relieved 
of the unpleasant and unprofitable labor 
of churning on the farm. The modern 
creamery, the invention of cream separa- 
tors, the Babcock test, Pasteurization, 
tax on oleomargarine, and the Morrill 
laws have revolutionized the industry 
and made dairying a science. The fol- 
lowing preparations made from milk 
make evident the fact that our modern 
dairy experts have gone deep into scien- 
tific research, although the industry is 
yet in its inafney: 

1. Milk sugar, or lactose, is obtained 
by coagulating milk with rennet or acid. 
The curd is ‘then strained out and the 
whey boiled to precipitate the albumen. 
The clear liquid is boiled to dryness, 
leaving the milk sugar in solid form. 

2. Milk fat is composed of 75 per 
cent C (carbon), 12 per cent. O (oxy- 
gen), and 13 per cent. H (hydrogen). 

3. Twelve and five-tenths per cent. 
of glycerin unite with 87.5 per cent. of 
fatty acid to form fats. Fats, when 
boiled with alkali (the latter takes the 
place of glycerin), make soap. There 
are several buttermilk soap factories 
now in operation, and one is soon to be 
erected at ‘Concordia, Kan. 

4. Milk serum is obtained for medi- 
cal purposes by rapid coagulation at 30 
degree C. ,and the acid neutralized by 
soda and filtered !n a Chamberlain’s 
porcelain bougie. New Zealand dried 
milk has been recently substituted for 
tea in that country, and is highly recom- 
mended by medical authorities there. It 
is very similar to the milcflor or dried 
milk of Sweden, and is made in a simi- 
lar way. The skim-milk is placed in a 
vacuum at 165 degrees F. until it dries 
to a paste. It is then dried to a crisp 
on wire screens and pulverized. One 
pound of milcflor centains as much pro- 
tein as 1.8 pounds of beefsteak. 

5. Solid material for making combs 
is manufactured from skim-milk coagu- 
lated by HCl in twenty parts of milk. 
It is cut in strips while warm, for it 
will then contract, washed in warm 
water, then in cold to rid it of sugar, 
dried and crushed, desiccated and pow- 
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dered. Mixed with drugs and chemi- 
cals, it turns hard or petrifies. This cel- 
luloid-like material is incombustible, does 
not soften in water, and has no odor. It 
is used for combs, billiard balls, buttons, 
umbrella handles, ete., as a celluloid sub- 
stitute. In alkaline solution it is em- 
ployed in the manufacture of imperme- 
able stuffs. It replaces albumen of eggs 
in manufacture of lace, and may be 
used instead of starch or dextrine in a 
number of ways. In photography it is 
used to enamel positive papers. It is 
used as glue, varnish, water color, lac- 
quers and for sizing paper. 

6. The most enduring preservative in 
an inexpensive paint for barns and out- 
buildings is casein weather-proof cold- 
water paint, samples of which we have 
in the college creamery. It is prepared 
by stirring into one gallon of milk three 
pounds of Portland cement and adding 
sufficient Venetian red paint powder to 
impart good color, but any other paint 
powder may do as well. The milk will 
hold paint in suspension, but the cement, 
being very heavy, will sink to the bot- 
tom, so that it becomes necessary to 
keep the mixture well stirred. Six hours 
after painting, this will be as immovable 
as old paint. “Buildings have been 
known to hold this paint for twenty 
vears.” Skim-milk is better than whole 
milk as it contains less oil, which pre- 
vents the setting of the cement. With 
the addition of carbolic acid, it is also a 
disinfectant and may be used in the dairy 
and creamery. 

7. [Moscow sour cream, a Russian 
delicacy, is obtained by skimming thick 
cream, and, after fermenting and thick- 
ening, adding fresh sour cream in pro- 
portion to two to five to induce fermen- 
tation. Keep at temperature of from 73 to 
go degrees F. and it will ripen in six to 
ten hours. It must be taken into cool- 
ing room the moment souring begins. 
It is preserved by the lactic acid devel- 
oped. When sufficiently ripe it is solid, 
and may be cut with a knife. 

8. Plasmon or caseon is the precipi- 
tate of casein with HCI neutralized with 
carbonate of soda. 

o. Casein of lime is the precipitate 
dissolved by phosphoric acid equal to 
quantity of lime used. 

10. Nutrose is the dried casein and 
caustic acid boiled in alkali. 

it, Santogene is about 95 per cent. 
glycerophosphate of sodium, and about 
5 per cent. casein. The casein is pre- 
cipitated with acetic acid. It is washed 
with methylic alcohol with 5 per cent. 
glycerin, phosphate of sodium, and dried 
slowly. 

12. Ewucasine is ammonical casein, ob- 
tained by passing ammonia through the 
emulsion of alkalized casein. 

13. Galactogen is casein prepared by 


adding potash and salt. 
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14. ‘Bulactol is obtained by adding 
proteic vegetable substance made soluble, 
and hydrates of carbon, salts, such as 
phosphate of calcium, cooking salt, car- 
bonate of sodium, and then allowing the 
mixture to vaporize. 

15. Albumine “nikol” is obtained 
from the precipitate of sterilized whey 
and by dissolving the precipitate in soda 
again and rendering soluble by treating 
successively with HCI and alkaline. 

16. Hygiene albumine “nikol” is a 
mixture of albumine “nikol” with a 
preparation of ox blood, containing an 
organic combination of iron, and des- 
tined for people suffering from chlorosis. 

17. ‘Solid milk is prepared by adding 
one per cent. of liquid gelatine. This 
readily solidifies the milk on cooling, and 
it may be marketed in brick form. 

Professor Muller, of Balena, New- 
foundland, claims to have domesticated 
several female whales and obtained enor- 
mous quantities of whale milk from 
them. This, however, sounds like a 
“whaler.” 

Butter sausage is packed in paraffined 
cloth ‘bags, holding one, three or five 
pounds, automatically weighed, stuffed 
and sealed, without contact to air. They 
are oil and moisture proof. 

Forty-five different kinds of cheese 
are manufactured in Europe and 
America. [Table omitted.] 

Modern dairying. more than any other 
form of commercial activity, adds to the 
wealth of the nation. From the cow we 
obtain milk, cream, cheese, butter and 
materials for cream biscuit, sce cream, 
milk-shake, custard pie, Kansas Ambro- 
sia, horn combs, leather shoes, hair for 
plaster, hoof glue, ox-tail soup, dried 
blood, blood for whitening sugar, ground 
bones for fertilizers, rennet for cheese. 
and material for whitening cardboard, 
which can be made into false teeth. No 
other animal works both day and night 
like the dairy cow. She gathers food 
during the day and manufactures it into 
milk during the night. She is the mother 
of all her own kind, and foster-mother 
of about half of the human kind. 

There are thirty dairy states in the 
United States, 320,000 exclusive dairy 
farms and 3,600,000 farms where some 
dairying is done. ‘Thirty million people 
are employed in handling dairy products 
and there are 1,200,000,000 pounds of 
butter produced in the United States an- 
nually. Almost every citizen of this na- 
tion is a consumer of dairy products in 
some form. 

But it remained for the da?ry scientist 
to transform the crude, unsanitary busi- 
ness into a hygienic, profitable indus- 
try. To do this he replaced wooden 
floors with cement, both in the cream- 
eries and dairy barns; secured control 
of noxious and desirable forms of bac- 
teria and their enzymes; learned to con- 





tro! milk fever and other diseases of 
cattle, used sterilized, filtered water, of 
which our College Creamery is foremost ; 
instituted proper drainage; learned to ° 
utilize dairy by-products; invented sani- 
tary, labor-saving milking machines; 
combined churns and butter workers; 
raised the standard of butter, cheese and 
certified milk; used paraffin for packing 
dairy products; adopted the Wisconsin 
curd test, the lactometer and modern 
dairy machinery, and last but not least 
improved the dairy breeds of cattle 100 
per cent. 

Cleanliness and care in hadiing milk 
has been employed to a very great extent. 
For instance, samples of milk obtained 
from the dairy of H. B. Gurler, De Kalb, 
Ill, were sent to the Paris Exposition 
in 1900, and after being in transit from 
August 29 to September 15 it remained 
sweet three days after arriving in Paris 
without the use of any preservative. 

So with the help of these means our 
modern dairy cows have been developed 
from nurses of their young to the great- 
est food producers for the human race, 
and dairying has advanced from unsani- 
tary, unprofitable drudgery to a recog- 
nized science and a model business which 
encourages cleanliness, neatness and in- 
dustrious habits—Chas. W. Melick in 
The Industrialist, Kansas Agricultural 
College, Manhattan, Kan. 
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Why Holstein-Friesians? 

[From a pamphlet entitled “Hygeia 
Farm Holsteins,” issued by Samuel 
Adams Robinson, Covesville, Va.] 

For over 200 years these cattle have ° 
been bred in the Netherlands. When 
the Romans exacted tribute from the 
Friesians it was paid in the hides and 
horns of these cattle. ((Chamber’s En- 
cyclopedia, London edition, 1881, Vol- 
ume VI.) 

Postlethwayt’s Dictionary of Trade 
and Commerce, published in London in 
1767, arid the best authority of that time, 
though unfriendly to Holland, says, Vol. 
II: “Nor do I know anything properly 
of their growth that is considerable 
either for their own necessary use or 
for traffic with their neighbors, besides 
butter, cheese and earthenwares;” but 
adds: “It appears to every man’s eye 
who hath traveled Holland and observed 
the number and vicinity of their great 
and populous towns and villages with 
the prodigius improvement of almost 
every foot of ground, that no other 
country in the world of the same ex- 
tent holds any proportion with this in 
numbers of people. They send abroad 
the best of their own butter, into all 
parts, and buy the cheapest out of Ire- 
land or the North of England for their 
own use.” 

(As England exacted a heavy duty on 
butter, and freight had to be paid both 











ways, the exchange proves the great 
superiority of Hlolstein-Friesian butter, 
and the same was true of cheese. 

The Dictionary of Commerce, etc., by 
J. R. McCulloch, London, the best au- 
thority of that time, says on page 254, 
Vol. I., American edition, 1856, article 
on butter, “That of England and Hol- 
land is reckoned the best. The salt but- 
ter of Holland is superior to that of 
every other country; large quantities of 
it are annually exported. It forms about 
three-fourths of al the foreign butter 
we import.” 

The reference to “salt” butter is be- 
cause much of the butter made in Eng- 
land is not salted. 

A table of reports of customs duties 
of Great Britain on butter from 1801 to 
1832 follows, which shows that during 
that period nearly I91 times as much 
butter was imported into that country 
from Holland as from the Islands of 
Jersey, Guernsey, Alderney and Man 
combined. 

Notwithstanding such facts, some per- 
sons from lack of information or a less 
creditable reason say that Holstein-Frie- 
sians are not good butter cows. I have 
used early records to prove that these 
cattle won fame as the best dairy breed 
long ago, and I intend to prove that 
they have maintained that reputation 
and bid fair to keep it; also because 
oleomargarine and other counterfeits 
of butter were unknown, and cows got 
credit only for what they produced.

Some of the important points brought 
out in the papers and discussion were 
the urgent need of scientific work nec- 
essary to solve many dairy problems, 
for example, the control of moisture in 
butter, a quick and efficient method of 
determining moisture; causes and rem- 
edy of fishy flavor in butter; influence 
of pasteurization on food value of milk; 
influence of ripening on digestibility of 
cheese. 

Emphasis was placed on the demand 
for more and better trained men in dairy 
work and raising the standard of dairy 
instruction. It was also agreed that less 
time should be devoted to lectures and 
more to practical work in short courses. 

Every effort should be put forth to 
encourage keeping yearly records of 
cows. 

There is much need for more scien- 
tific and uniform work in connection 
with the subject of feeding dairy cows. 

There is need of a decided improve- 
ment in market milk to encourage larger 
consumption and make it a safe food. 
It was suggested that the establishment 
of a registry for dairies maintaining a 
certain degree of cleanliness of sur- 
roundings and quality of product, would 
aid in accomplishing this result.

Instrumente for Milk Fever and 
Hard Milking Cows. 

Milking tubes should be kept on hand 
by every owner of cattle. These are not 
for regular milking, but are to be used 
for hard milkers, or cows with sore 
teats, or when there is an obstruction. 
Until recently there have been but two 
patterns of milking tubes—the plain and 
the self-retaining. The plain milking 
tube is too well known to need descrip- 
tion. The self-retaining pattern is simi- 
lar to the plain, except that it has a pro- 
jecting bulb in the center of the tube 
which prevents it slipping out. 

Some months ago the United States 
Department of Agriculture recommend- 
ed the use of a peculiarly shaped milk- 
ing tube attached to a metal cylinder 
and double bulb. This is for the air 





treatment of milk fever, and thas proven 
so successful that the department highly 
recommended its use for milk fever. 
This apparatus is made by Pilling & 
Son, 2222 Arch street, Philadelphia, Pa., 
who have reprinted that portion of the 
United States Agricultural Bulletin per- 
taining to the treatment of milk fever, 
and any of our readers can get a copy 
by writing to the above firm. 

The use of the milking tube has been 
further advanced by a very ingenious 
pattern, termed the double or garget 
tube. Its principal use is for garget or 
washing out the udder where there is 
any inflammation. It is probably one 
of the most important inventions re- 
cently made for the treatment of udder 
trouble, and is also described in the Pill- 
ing pamphlet. 

Sometimes a lumpy obstruction ap- 
pears in the upper part of the teat. 
‘Here again another pattern of the milk- 
ing tube has been brought into use and 
is called the bistoury. It is a tube of 
the same diameter as the milking tube, 
but about five inches long, and at the 
extreme end of one side is an opening 
or slot. This bistoury is inserted past 
the lump, and then by simply pushing 
a screw a small delicate knife of just 
sufficient size to cut the lump springs 
up. The bistoury has cured thousands 
of hard milkers.

Summary of Official Records from 
June 6to June 3o. 


Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven’ con- 
secutive days. ‘They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, and their accuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private records are reported 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from June 6th to 
June 30th, 1906, records for 101 cows 
have been accepted, three of which were 
begun more than eight months after 
freshening. All made a seven-day, one 
a fourteen-day, two a thir.y-day and 
one made a 100-day record. The aver- 
ages by ages were as follows: 

Thirty-five full aged cows averaged: 
age, 7 years, 5 months, 6 days; days 
from calving, 26; milk, 450.6 lbs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.37; fat, 15.197 lbs. ‘Twelve 
four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 
4 months, 24 days; days from calving, 
54; milk, 418.1 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.32; 
fat, 13.867 lbs. Seventeen three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 7 months. 
3 days; days from calving, 36; milk, 
386 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.23; fat, 12.45 
Ibs. Thirty-four heifers classed as two- 
year-olds averaged: age, 2 years, 4 
months, 4 days; days from calving, 29; 
milk, 308.4 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.35; fat, 
10.33 lbs. 

This herd of 98 animals, of which 
more than one-half were heifers, pro- 
duced in seven consecutive days 37,836 
Ibs. of milk, containing 1,261.19 Ibs. but- 
ter fat, showing an average of 3.33 per 
cent. fat. The average yield for each 


animal was 386.1 Ibs. milk, containing 
12,869 Ibs. butter fat; equivalent to 55.2 








Ibs., or 27 quarts, per day, and over 15 
Ibs. of the best of creamery butter per 
week, 

It may be profitable to consider what 
H.-F. cows and heifers are able to do 
in ‘a longer test, or one of 30 days: 
During ‘the official year lately closed. 
119 Holstein-Friesian cows and heifers 
of all ages were officially tested for pe- 
rids of 30 consecutive days, or longer, 
and the averages by ages were as fol- 
lows: 46 full-aged cows averaged: Milk, 
2.202.9 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.28; fat, 72.147 
Ibs. 12 four-year-olds averaged: Milk, 
1,975.7 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.32; fat, 65.592 
Ibs. 21 three-year-olds averaged: ‘Milk, 
1,803.6 bs.; per cent. fat, 3.41; fat, 
61.482 Ibs. 40 heifers classed as two- 
year-olds averaged: Milk, 1,459.7 Ibs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.38; fat, 49.387 Ibs. 

This herd of 119 animals, of which 
over one-half were heifers, produced 
in 30 consecutive days 221,312.5 Ibs. 
milk, containing 7,372.467 lbs. of butter 
fat, thus showing an average of 3.33 per 
cent. fat. Each animal averaged 1,859.8 
Ibs. milk, containing 61.954 Tbs. of but- 
er fat, equivalent to 62 lbs. milk, or 30 
quarts per day, and almost 17 Ibs. of 
the best creamery butter per week dur- 
ing the 30 days. For the cows alone the 
average amount of best butter would be 
nearly 19 3-4 lbs. per week. 

The chief points of interest in this 
issue of the Official Reports are the 
great milk yield of De Kol Creamelle, 
and the butter fat prodoction of Pon- 
tiac Rag Aipple. The former has been 
under the watchful care of representa- 
tives of the Hatch (‘Mass.) Experiment 
Station, by whom every milking was 
separately weighed and tested; and we 
do not have to rely upon the word of 
employees or of an interested owner. 
It is difficult to comprehend this enor- 
mous production. The common eight- 
gallon milk can will hold about 68 Ibs. 
of milk; and this cow produced over 
147 of such cans of milk in 100 days, 
or nearly a can and one-half of milk 
per day. An official record as large as 
this has never before been made. 

The yield of 25.294 Ibs. fat from 619.5 
Ibs. milk in 7 days, and 101.246 lbs. fat 
from 2,574.6 Tbs. milk in 30 days, made 
by Pontiac Rag Apple, is also very re- 
markable, being the second largest but- 
ter fat yield ever made officially before. 
Almost 120 Ibs. of the best butter in 30 
days, and nearly 30 lbs. in one week 
mark this young cow as among the best. 
She was under the watch and care of 
a representative of Cornell University 
Experiment Station during the whole 
time of her test, as is always the case 
in the making of Holstein-Friesian tests, 
and during 48 consecutive hours of the 
test, under orders from this office, she 
was constantly watched night and day 
by having two Experiment Station rep- 
resentatives relieve each other. 

Among the aged cows, De Kol Cream- 
elle, spoken of above, makes a second 
record, beginning 83 days after freshen- 
ing, of 21.182 tbs. butter fat from 697.7 
Ibs. milk, while Pontiac Hartog Mech- 
thilde makes the fine record of 19.674 
bbs. fat from 486.8 Ibs. milk, and Tehee 
Artis Paul falls but a trifle short of the 
18-pound mark. 

Pontiac Agnes, 18.198 Ibs. fat from 
498.3 Ibs. milk in 7 days, and 75.621 Ibs. 
fat from 2,050.4 Ibs. milk in 30 days, 
leads the senior 3-year-old class, while 
Aaggie Korndyke Pauline Wayne, 16.05 
Ibs. fat from 458.5 lbs. milk, leads the 
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junior class. The older class of the 
two-year-olds is led by Klara De Kol 
Butter Girl, 13.613 Ibs. fat from 439.3 
Ibs. milk, while in the younger class 
Pontiac Princess, 13.166 lbs. fat from 
329.1 lbs. milk; Pontiac Detry De Kol, 
12.754 lbs. fat from 320.4 lbs. milk, and 
Pontiac Colantha, 12.228 lbs. fat from 
293.2 lbs. milk, exceed the 12-pound 


mark.

rank. It must have been about 4 o’clock 
in the morning. All was gray on ac- 
count of thé fog ‘that mounted from 
the river. Already two battalions had 
crossed upon the bridges, the soldiers in 
file, the officers and the flags in the mid- 
dle. ' This produced a hollow rumbling 
sound. The cannon and the caissons 
crossed afterwards. 

Captain Florentin had just made us 
renew our primings, when General Sou- 
ham, General Chemineau, Colonel Zap- 
fel and our commander arrived. The 
battalion commenced to march. I looked 
always expecting the Russians to rush 
forward at full galop, but nothing oc- 
curred. 

As fast as they arrived upon the othet 
bank each regiment formed a square. 
Towards 5 o'clock all the regiments had 
crossed. ‘The sun dissipated the fog; 
we saw in the neighborhood of thre- 
quarters of a league to our right an old 
city, the roofs pointed ,the towers in 
the form of domes covered with slate 
and surmounted with a cross; farther 
on was a chateau; it was Weissenfels. 

Between the city and us was a deep 
. hollow. Marshal Ney, who had also 
just arrived, wished to know in advance 
what was in it. Two companies of the 
Twenty-seventh were deployed in a skir- 
mish line,, and the squares moved for- 
ward in the ordinary way; the officers, 
the sappers and the drummers in the in- 
terior, the cannon in the intervals, and 
the caissons behind the last rank. 

Every body was suspicious of this 
hollow, so much the more as we had 
seen the night before a mass of cavalry, 
who could not have escaped from this 
great plain which we discovered in all 
directions. This was impossible; thus 


I have never had more of suspicion than 
at this moment; I expected something. 
In spite of this, from seeing us all in 
rank, the gun charged, our flag at the 
front of battle, our generals behind, full 
of confidence, to see us march thus with- 
out confusion and to hear our measured 
tread; this gave us great courage. I 
said to myself: “Perhaps seeing us, they 
have fled; this is the best thing for them 
and for us.” : 

I was in the second rank behind Zeb- 
ede, upon the front, and one can imag- 
ine if I opened my eyes. From time to
